THROWN FROM MOVING TRAIN. 
Falling from a moving freight 'train 


which arrived at Gettysburg about two 
o'clock one morning last week, Brakeman 
Roach escaped serious injuries and death 
in a most remarkable manner. The ac- 
cident occured near Maria Furnace and 
his absence from the train was not dis- 
covered by the crew until Gettysburg was 
reached. As the train neared Maria Fur- 
nace on its way down the mountain Brake- 
man Roach was on one of the coal cars 
operating the brake wheel. It revolved 
suddenly, throwing him off and, fortun- 
ately, to the side of the track instead of 
between the cars. For some time he lay 
along the track, stunned and suffering 
from cute and bruises on many parts ol 
his body. He finally recovered sufficient- 
ly to crawl over_to the track and place a 
a warning cap on the rail. This signaled 
the next freight train and they picked 
him op, taking him to Fairfield where he 
was given attention. It was found that 
his injuries, though numeroue and pain- 
ful, were not serious. When his own 
train reached Gettysburg and he did not 
make his appearance a search was institu- 
ted. His lantern was found on top of the 
car on which he had been operating the 
brakes. The other members of the crew 
were relieved later in the morning when 
they learned that he had escaped death 
and would recover from his injuries. 


York, Pa.—As Latimer K. Day, a line 


foreman electrocuted last week, was being 
buried, his father, Joeiah Day, died al 
Daliastown. When the brothers and sis- 
ters of the victim of the accident alighted 
from the cabs, after their return from the 
cemetery, they were informed ofjtheir 
new bereavement. The elder Day was 
suffering from a stroke of paralyse anc 
the fate of his son had been kept from 
his knowledge.

Public Peace and Safety. 
^e commSrfaion appointed by Judge 
rich, of the United States court, to

' Thaw on bail, pending a final de- 


ion of his case in the federal court, 


M reached a conclusion and filed the 
ame in writing with, the clerk of the 
United States court in Concord, N. H. 


The report of the commission was 


made 
public 
and its conclusion Is 


couched in these words: 


"In our opinion it is reasonably 


probable that Harry Kendall Thaw's 
liberty under bail would not be dan- 
gerous or a menace to the pnblic peace 
and safety." 


The commission further states by 


its written report that its members 
have formed a unanimous and positive 
opinion as to the state of Thaw's mind 
at the time of the homicide, but re- 
frains from expressing that opinion, 
because the scope of its inquiry does 
not permit of a finding or an opinion 
on this point. 


The report is addressed to Judge 


Aldrich and signed by all the mem- 
bers of the commission. In Its open- 
ing pages of the somewhat exhaustive 
report the commission says that they 
went carefully over the case book of 
the Matteawan hospital covering the 
period from Feb. 1, 1908, to Aug. 17, 
1913, when Thaw escaped. 


It also examined transcripts of all 


other legal proceedings, including the 
various close and direct examinations 
of Thaw and all evidence submitted at 
the two trials of Thaw for homicide. 
The commission refers to the public 
hearing which it gave on Jan. 7, at 
which only witnesses fn favor of Thaw 
appeared, and then cor.J. 'ded :ts re- 
port as follows- 


"To determine the immediate ques- 


tion before us, our inquisition was 
necessarily directed to four point*• 


"First—Careful physical ex..uiiua- 


tion to determine the presence or ab- 
sence of structural or functt~na'. dis- 
turbance of the nervous sy-L.-cr. 


"Second—The conduct or Harry K. 


Thaw since his committal to the Mat- 
teawan State hospital on Feb. 1, 1908, 
up to the present time. 


"Third—Whether he is now suffer- 


ing from such a disease of the mind 
or whether his present condition of 
mind, whatever it may be, is of such 
character as to predispose to acts of 
violence, independently of 
the nar- 


rower question whether such acts act- 
ually have .been committed since his 
confinement or not. 


"Fourth—The 
circumstances and 


conditions which outwardly and In- 
wardly led to the homicide on June 
25, 1906, and the probable condition 
of mind of Harry K. Thaw at that 
time. 


"In its s'."dics and deliberations the 


commission has in the main confined 
its attention to facts, preferring to at- 
tach little importance, for its purpose, 
to the conflicting opinions of expert 
and other witnesses. 


"In our opinion it is reasonably 


probable that Harry K. Thaw's liberty 
under bail would not be dangerous or 
a menace to the public peace and 
safety."'

THROWN FROM MOVING TRAIN. 
Falling from a moving freight 'train 
which arrived at Gettysburg about two 
o'clock one morning last week, Brakenmn 
Roach escaped serious injuries and death 
in a most remarkable manner. Theac* 
cident occured near Maria Furnace and 
his absence from the train was not dis­ 
covered by the crew until Gettysburg was 
reached. 
As the train neared Maria Fur* 
nace on its way down the mountain Brake* 
tran Roach was on one of the coal cars 
operating the brake wheel, it revolved 
suddenly, throwing him off and, fortun­ 
ately, to the side of the track instead of 
between the cars. For some time he lay 
along the track, stunned and suffering 
from cuts and bruises on many parts of 
his body.

xn readied a conclusion and filed the 
aine in writing with the clerk of the 
United States court in Concord, N. H. 


The report of the commission was 
made 
public 
and its conclusion is 
couched in these words: 


“In 
our 
opinion it is reasonably 
probable that Harry Kendall Thaw’s 
liberty under bail would not be dan­ 
gerous or a menace to tha public peace 
and safety.” 


The commission further states by 
its written report that Its members 
have formed a unanimous and positive 
opinion as to the state of Thaw’s mind 
at the time of the homicide, but re­ 
frains from expressing that opinion, 
because the scope of its inquiry doea 
not permit of a finding or an opinion 
on this point. 


The report Is addressed to Judge 
Aldrich and signed by all the mem­ 
bers of the commission. In its open­ 
ing pages of the somewhat exhaustive 
report the commission says that they 
went carefully over the case book of 
the Matteawan hospital covering the 
period from Feb. 1, 1908, to Aug. 17, 
1913, when Thaw escaped. 


It also examined transcripts of all 
other legal proceedings, including the 
various close and direct examinations 
of Thaw and all evidence submitted at 
the two trials of Thaw for homicide. 
The commission refers to the public 
hearing which It gave on Jan. 7, at 
which only witnesses In favor of Thaw 
appeared, and then concluded Its re­ 
port as follows: 


“To determine the immediate (Hies 
tion before us, our inquisition was 
necessarily directed to four points: 
“First—^Careful physical exi.miua 
tion to determine the presence or ab­ 
sence of structural or functional dis 
turbance of the nervous sy-Vj«r.. 


“Second—The conduct ot Harry K. 
Thaw since his committal to the Mat 
teawan State hospital on Feb. 1, 1908, 
up to the present time. 


“Third—Whether he is now suffer 
Ing from such a disease of the mind 
or whether his present condition of 
mind, whatever it may be, is of such 
character as to predispose to acts of 
violence, independently of 
the nar­ 
rower question whether such acts act­ 
ually have tbeen committed since his 
confinement or not. 


“Fourth—The 
circumstances 
and 
conditions which outwardly and In­ 
wardly led to the homicide on June 
25, 1906, and the probable condition 
of mind* of Harry K. Thaw at that 
time. 


“In its studies and deliberations the 
commission has in the main confined 
its attention to facts, preferring to at­ 
tach little importance, for its purpose, 
to the conflicting opinions of expert 
and other witnesses. 


“In 
our 
opinion it Is reasonably 
probable that Harry Iv. Thaw’s liberty 
under bail would not be dangerous or 
a menace to. the public poace and 
safety.?»

owner and proprietor of the promi*" 
sory fruit tree. In winter the tree 
blooms terrifically and bows beneath 
the burden of its ripe and luscious 
fruit. ,. With the aid of a handsomely 
illustrated catalogue and a grate fire 
the householder can spend many a 
winter evening letting down apples 
out of his yearling orchard with der- 
ricks. But in the spring when the 
gnawful rabbit, the Industrious blue 
Jay and the consuming bug arrive 
and when winter lops around in the 
lap of May until the peach crop is 
exceedingly whence, the parent and 
guardian of the infant fruit tree ia

It Is all a gamble, 
this question of exploited gowns for 
a vast number of women with varied 
tastes. 
Thero aro many sources of 
supply for new gowns, although Paris 
Is an inspiration for all of them. Every 
dressmaker does not offer to the pub­ 
lic original French gowns or exact 
copies of French models, and the bulk 
of the materials that are offered is, 
with few exceptions, American made. 


Tho wholesale houses »which dress 
the average American woman send 
buyers to Paris well before tho buy­ 
ers for the retail houses go over. 
It 
Is necessary for them to have styles 
that can be modified, adapted, and 
made available for the average woman 
who wants something new, from Mon­ 
treal to Mexico. 


The models must bo ready at the 
time when the women are going shop­ 
ping for reduced winter clothes, and 
they are usually founded on French 
ideas that were brought out In No­ 
vember. They do not always differ in 
marked manner from the gowns that 
aro shown to the retail buyers during 
February, because Paris Is not as rev­ 
olutionary as ono would think. 
Its 
ideas connected with Its fashions de­ 
velop and do not reach fulfillment un­ 
til the second season with them has 
been launched. 


Promises for the Future. 


There is a great deal of talk go­ 
ing to and fro over there anent the 
fact that Paris is wearying of fantas­ 
tic clothes and that it is seeking to 
regain prestige by seriously returning 
to simpler fashions. 
This may be a 
happy philosophy wrorked out by the 
onlookers, but not seriously with any 
such intention on the part of France, 
or any conviction that her fashions 
are fantastic. 


The many designers over there are 
paid to follow out their own plans 
without regard to the rest * of the 
w'orld, although the American buyers 
feel that the visits of Worth, Poiret, 
Georgette and Jouda, wiio is the head 
of the house of Bernard, signified the 
spring movement towfard finding out 
what American women were produc­ 
ing in modern fashions. 


The probability is that each of these 
famous designers came over here at 
the urgent Invitation of certain heads 
of American firms, and each wras ex­ 
ploited and managed in a clever way 
that gave us reason to believe that 
America was at the bottom of tho 
whole thing, and not Paris. 


Want Quiet Costumes. 


Thoso who have seen the gow'ns of 
Worth and Poiret sinco their visit 
here see that America has certainly 
not given them any ideas, but it may 
have 
conventionalized 
their 
future 
product for two reasons; tho first is 
that they saw the reproduction of 
their creations on every side which 
have been produced at eight or ten 
dollars and worn by the wrong woman 
at the wrong hour; the second is that 
they discovered the quiet manner of 
dressing which the best placed Ameri­ 
can woman adopts 


Whether or not America subdued 
Poiret ono cannot tell, but the fact 
remains that the new gowns which 
he designed for Richepin's new play, 
“The Tango," were qiuot and conven­ 
tional. 


One fact is assured, which is that 
tho French aro not making any prom­ 
ises for tho future about their clothes; 
tho speculation comos from tho Amer­ 
icans, who find much to analyze and 
philosophize over in French clothes. 


We imvo adopted many footlight 
clothes for tho streot and worn many 
things that should have been kept for 
tho glare of tho calcium and not ex­ 
posed to the glare of tho sun, but, 
after all, we are not ready for tho im­ 
practicable dreams of artists. 
The 
clothes made by Bakst are impossible 
oxcept for tho stage, and ono would 
talco issue with them surely unless 
they retained somo lmo or period. 


6o far the world of dress owes noth­ 
ing to artists who aro not practical 
workers. 
Even our best colorists aro 
among tho designers who have given 
their lives to tho task of dressing 
women. 


So whatever America may promise 
for Paris In tho future, let it bo un­ 
derstood thut Purls itsolf is promising 
nothing. She 1» a shrewd and fantas­ 
tic child, and ono never knows which 
quality will go uppermost from season 
to season.

Idea Put Forward That It Is Not Nec- 


tary for Human Beings tp Sacri- 


fice Cuticle In Interest* of 


Their Fallow M*n. 


The latest martyr to science is the 


little pig. When occasion demands— 
and It will do so with Increasing fre- 
quency — he is not even to have the 
privilege of keeping his hide until he 
grows up to go to the packing house. 
From time to time, if he be healthy, 
he Is likely to be seized, etherized, 
scrub'bed, 
disinfected, 
sterilized, 


shaved and peeled in order to save a 
human life or to prevent necessity or 
the sacrifice of cuticle by one person 
to save the life of another. 
For the 


little pig, according to Dr. C. 3, Ven- 
able of San Antonio, Tex., ope of the 
foremost of tlie younger surgeons of 
the United States, has Just been dis- 
covered to be the best existing source 
of supply of skin for grafting pur- 
poses. 


"I believe," Dr. Venable told the 


Medical Association of the Southwest, 
"that It will not be necessary in the 
future for men and women to give up 
their skin for the sake of others. Tha 
skin of swine, if taken when the ani- 
mal is from two to- six months old, can 
be grafted upon a human being more 
successfully than the skin of another 
human being. 


"In course of my experiments 
I 


have found that the grafting of pig 
skin is successful in from 75 to 100 
per cent, of the attempts. The skin 
of frogs, guinea pigs, dogs, cats and 
human beings averages only from 32 
to 50 per cent, of 'takes.' The little 
pig, therefore. Is the most promising 
source of supply of which we know 
now. 


"It is the recognized rule of skin 


grafting that skin from a lower organ- 
ism will grow upon the body of a 
higher organism, while the attempt 
will not be successful if the conditions 
are reversed. The pig is, of course, a 
low organism compared to man, and 
fortunately, in spite of this difference, 
the texture of its skin is very much 
like that of the human being. It is 
also about the same thickness Fur- 
ther, it has a high degree of cell hardi- 
hood and cell prolification, two very 
important factors. 


"A further advantage in tke use of 


pig skin is that the supply is plentiful 
and easily obtained. This means that 
extensive operations in skin grafting 
may be carried on with much greater 
rapidity than is now possible. Of 
course transferring skin from one part 
of the patient's body to another is 
preferable to all other forms of skin 
grafting, but often this cannot be done, 
owing to the large area of flesh which 
has been denuded of its covering."

Broke Down Under Stress of Activi- 


ties and a Nervous Disorder Dsvsk 
oped Insomnia—Recovery Is of Na- 
ture to Excite Wonder. 


New 
York.—James Hebron, known 


as'Delmonico Jimmy because he had 
the cab privilege of Delmonico's for 
more than 30 years, and who lost his 
mind in 1907 through an attack 
de- 


scribed by physicians as "extreme 
rasthenia," has regained his mental 
faculties through an accident, and is 
now recovering some of his fortune, 
estimated at 4500,000, 
which disap- 


peared while he was unable to direct 
his affairs . 


This became known the other day 


when Supreme Court Justice Seabury 
signed an order discontinuing four 
suits brought by Hebron against the 
stock exchange firm of Wassermann 
Bros., for an accounting of the pro- 
ceeds of stock which were held for his 
account when he lost his reason. In 
his suit it developed that his account 
vas operated by a member of his fam- 
ily without his permission or knowl- 
edge, and the Wassermann firm made 
a settlement for $27,000. 


Hebron's recovery was of a nature 


to excite the wonder of physicians. He 
is now 59 years old and previous to the 
time his mind became clouded he was 
most active. While maintaining his 
livery business at Delmonico's, he car- 
ried on a real estate business and 
worked in Wall street. The big men 
of the street called him* Jimmy and 
he knew most of them by their first 
names 


In May, "1907, he broke down under 


the strain of his activities. A nervous 
disorder developed insomnia, and he 
went to Europe for treatment. An op- 
eration Mas performed-on him in Dub- 
lin, but he did not get better His niindv 
was gone. 
He was helpless and use- 


less. His business interests fell away, 
and he was content to go about with 
his wife, letting things take their own 
course. 


In May, 1911, exactly four 
years 


irom the time his illness began, he 


Stubbed His Toe and Fell. 


and M«s. Hebron went to Bernards- 
viJle, N. J., on a visit. The train on 
wtdcb. they rode had pulled into a sid- 
ing and in reaching the platform they 
had to cross the tracks. He stubbed 
his toe and fell upon his face. When 
he got to his feet his mind was com- 
pletely restored. As he described it, 
"I got up, and as Richard III. said, 
'Richard was himself again.' " 


"I was, as sound as 
bell metal." 


said Mr. Hebron the 
other night, 


and a new horizon dawned on me. I 
immediately began to look after my 
affairs again and brought suits against 
several firms. Wassermann Brothers 
and others have settled with me, and 
others give promise of doing so. I 
think most of them recognize the 
fact that I was not myself during those 
four yeais. 
I am fifty-nine years old 


now, 
but I feel as well as ever."

of toast or cook a steak. 


One hot dish for Sunday night Is 


considered 
sufficient. 
The chafing 


dish is very popular, or if one has an 
electric plate or appliances, the meal 
may be made especially delightful. 
The nice thing about a chafing dish— 
if one has the fuel, It ia just as easy 
to use it out on the plains as in a 
model city apartment. 


A plain salad with sandwiches, a bit 


of fruit, either fresh or preserved, 
with some kind of cake, will make a 
good meal, even for company. 


Beef With Savory Sauce.—Cut cold 


boiled or roast beef in thin slices. 
Heat together 
one tablespoonful of 


outter, two of tomato catsup and a 
cup of thickened gravy. The gravy or 
sauce may be made of stock, if not 
a," hand. Season well and lay in the 
meat to be heated through. 


Egg and Cheese.—In a saucepan or 


chafing dish put a tablespoonful of 
butter and a half cupful of milk; add 
a quarter of a teaspoonful of dry mus- 
tard to a, half pound of finely cut 
cheese, a dash of salt and a half tea- 
spoonful 
of Worcestershire sauce. 


Heat slowly until the cheese melts, 
then add six well beaten eggs, and 
stir until thick. Just before serving 
add two tablespoonfuls 
of 
orange 


juice. 
Serve hot. A creamed. dish 


making a rich white sauce and adding 
any kind of diced meat from chicken 
to cold roast pork, makes a good hot 
dish to serve with or on toast. 
/ Deviled Meat—Rub together^one ta- 
blespoonful of softened butter,'"a quar- 
ter of a teaspoonful of dry mustard, a 
dash of cayenne and a half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, then add gradually one-half 
teaspoonful each of Worcestershire and 
vinegar. 
Cut underdone 
slices of 


roast and dip in this mixture, then 
saute in a little butter until well heat- 
ed.

WHAT TO EAT. 


A left-over cup of mashed potato, 


with the addition of milk scalded with 
a slice of onion and thickened with a 
little flour and butter will make a 
good soup for a chilly night. 


So many of these ideas will appeal 


to the busy house mother; but will 
quickly pass from the mind unless 
Jotted down. This idea of keeping a 
book of left-over ideas Is a fine sav- 
ing of both material and nerves. For 
example, on a page headed potatoes, 
add recipes for the use of such left- 
overs, or indicate the page of cook 
book where such recipes 
may 
be 


found, so that no time be lost in look- 
ing up dishes. A card system is found 
most advantageous in all business 
places, why not in the profession of 
house keeping. 


Apricot Souffle — Take 
three-quar- 


ters of a cup of apricot pulp made 
from dried apricots soaked over night 
and put through u sieve; add- sugar 
to taste and fold in the whites of t^inee 
well beaten eggs. Bake in a moderate 
oven for half an hour. 


Smothered Fish. — This dish is great- 


ly relished on a cold winter night: 
Put six slices of fat salt pork in the 
frying pan and brown well; take out 
the pork and slice five or six small 
onions into the hot fat. 
When the 


onions are beginning to turn yellow, 
remove them and lay in pieces of fresh 
uncooked fish in the fat; spread them 
with the partly cooked onions, season 
with salt and pepper and cover the 
onions with a layer of sliced potatoes. 
Cover closely and cook slowly on the 
back part of the range where there 
is no danger of burning. Cold cooked 
fish and cooked potatoes may be used 
in place of the raw material. Allow 
an hour or more of slow cooking for 
this dish.

Brooklyn girl, 


who vanished from her home a month 
ago, wan solved when her body was 
washed ashore at Coney Island. 
" Owing to the 91000 reward offered, 
the countrywide details sent broad- 
cast concerning her dress and the 
jewelry she wore, there was unceasing 
vigilance on the part of the coast 
guards and employes along the beach 
fronts to find the missing girl. 


When George Neuse, a watchman, 


saw a woman's body on the Coney Isl- 
and beach and noticed that it waa 
clothed in a,brown coat, green waist 
and white stockings, he immediately 
concluded that it was the body of Miss 
McCann. 


Neuse called up police headquar- 


ters and Inspector Faurot, of the de- 
tective bureau, hastened to Coney Isl- 


'i and after notifyinf Deputy Police Com- 


missioner Dougherty, who lives in the 
neighborhood. 


The two men hurried over to the 


beach and ordered the body taken to 
the Coney Island morgue. 


There, on closer examination, it was 


seen that a signet ring still clung to 
the third finger of the right hand. 
This «1ng bore the initials "J. E. M." 


The police officials at once were con- 


vinced that the body was that of Miss 


^McCann. The face was so severely 


disfigured that none of the features 
were recognizable and the hands were 
badly mutilated, so that the only hope 
of positive identification lay in the 
clothing and the ring. 


Mr. Dougherty notified Robert G. 


McCann, father of the missing girl, at 


'*hls residence, 438 Bast Twenty-first 


street, Platbush, of the finding of the 
body. 


Mr. Dougherty told him that in or- 


der to .spare the family the terrible 
trip to the morgue he would send to 
the house several gold pins found on 
the body, the signet ring, a lace collar 
and a shoe. 
| After half an hour of suspense a 


messenger arrived with these articles. 
The moment Edith McCann saw the 
lace collar she burst into tears. It was 


<*-, one she herself had made for her sis- 
x* ter. The gold pins were identified by 


Mrs. McCann and the shoes also. 


Mr. McCann telephoned 
to Mr. 


Dougherty that there was no longer 
any doubt as to the fate of his daugh- 
ter. His son, Robert G. McCann, Jr., 
at once left the house for the morgue, 
where the identification of the body 
was completed. 


Mr. Dougherty and Inspector Faurot 


both gave the opinion that "the girl 
had been in the water from a day or 
so after she disappeared. There was 
no indication of foul play. 


Announces Withdrawal From 


Many Generation*. 


Morgan A Co. Quit Big Corporations. 


J. P. Morgan &. Co. announced in 


New York city that they had severed 
their connection with some of the 
greatest corporations in the country 
with which they have long been con- 
nected. 


ThU step, the firm announced, was 


taken voluntarily in response to "am 
apparent change in public sentiment" 
on account of'"some of the problems 
and criticisms having to do with se- 
oalled inter-locking directorates." 


J. P. Morgan made this statement: 
"The necessity of attending many 


board metings has been so serious a 
burden upon our time that we have 
long wished to withdraw from the 
directorates of many corporations. 
Most of these directorships we have 
accepted with reluctance, and only be- 
cause we felt constrained to keep in 
touch with properties which we had 
reorganized, or whose securities we 
had recommended to the public, both 
here and abroad. 


"An apparent change in public sen- 


timent in regard to directorships now 
seems to warrant us In seeking to re- 
sign from some of these connections. 
Indeed, it may be in view of 
the 


change in sentiment upon the subject 
that we shall be in a better position 
to serve such properties and their se- 
curity holders if we are not directors. 
We have already resigned from the 
companies mentioned and we expect 
from time to time to withdraw from 
other boards upon which we feel there 
It no special obligation to remain."

Remove Negroes as Mob Howls. 


With five companies of the state 


militia holding back with loaded rifles 
a threatening and holwing mob of a 
thousand persons, the two negro 
youths who have confessed to the mur- 
er of James R. Coleman, a Kent 


Bounty farmer, on Dec. 23, were taken 
out of Chestertown, Md., and lodged 
safely in the Baltimore jail. 


The temper of the townsfolk, which 


has been smouldering since the nearly 
successful attempt to lynch the ne- 
groes on Saturday night, broke out 
afresh as soon as Chief Judge Consta- 
ble announced at the opening of court 
that the two accused men would be 
taken to Baltimore. 


Open threats had been made that 


the negroes would not be taken away 
alive, and only the presence of the 
r militia prevented this threat from be- 
ing carried out. As soon as the decis 
ion of the court became known the 
crowd outside the court house grew 
ugly. A circle of soldiers with loaded 
muskets surrounded the court house 
and jail. Immediately behind. From 
the latter place the negroes, James 
Faraway and Norman Mabel, were led 
a few minutes after the court had 
made its decision., 


The two prisoners, they are mero 


boys, Faraway being fifteen and Mabel 
seventeen years old, were brought out 
manacled together. As they appeared 
on the steps of the jail the crowd 
surged forward, but met the threaten 
ing muskets of the soldiers. 


"Kill the niggers! Itin't let 'em get 


away! We won't stand for this!" tho 
mob howled. 


"Shoot at the first attempt to breaU 


through this line-" came the crisp 
order from the oncers as the soldiers 
brought their puns to I'.icir shoulders 


One hundred yards from the wharf, 


where the steamboat General McLnne 
waited to take on hoard the prison 
ers, one company of the milJtln was 
drawn arross the street and kept back 
the moving throng. Another company 


a, jpoardcd the vessel, and this acted as 


a guard for the prisoners on their way 
to Baltimore.

Having failed after a woek'a assault 


to take the town they are probably 
withdrawing for a rest, reinforcement* 
and more food and to await the com- 
ing of Pancho Villa, their commander. 


The 
disappearance of the rebels 


from the vicinity of Ojinaga followed 
the hardest fighting of the week's 
aiege. Saturday night and Sunday af- 
ternoon the rebels made tremendous 
assaults upon the Federal stronghold 
in a supreme effort to drive them out 
of their fortifications, using artillery, 
caralry and infantry with terrible ef- 
f«£t, but without dislodging the en- 
emy- 


'Saturday evening General Inez Sala- 


tar, of, the Federal command, made a 
charge^ against the rebels when he dis- 
covered an opening in their hanks, 
and nearly demoralized them by get- 
ting between the two rebel wings. He 
captured several prisoners and exe- 
cuted them. This resulted in a with.* 
drawal of the rebels, and the assault 
was not renewed, although the sharp* 
shooters/of the two armies continued 
their exchange of shots. 


The rebel casualties have been h«av- 


ier« than those of the Federals in the 
week's fighting, but the Federals lost 
more officers than the rebels. So far 
atL-known th total killed and wounded 
•will not be over 600. 


Captain Luis Giuilty, a relative of 


the wealthy Terrazas family, who 'has 
been fighting with the Federals, died 
in the. Red Cross hospital in Presidio 
of-wounds received in a skirmish. Qen- 
«ral Francisco Castro, commander of 
the regular troops, has been injured. 


Pitiful scenes have beenCenaxtedioB, 


ttie battlefield. Wounded men have been 
assisted by their comrades, who in 
turn were shot as they were dragging 
away the dead and dying, with shells 
bursting all around them. Much brav- 
ery has been exhibited by the men of 
both sides. 


The Red Cross, surgeons have wired 


for more supplies, as the situation is 
alarming-as regards the wounded. 
More tents are being put up to ac- 
commodate the 
dozens of wounded 


frdmTbotii sides,thatTtre;brought over 
the border. 


The food'situation for the Mexican 


refugees is very bad. The rebels are 
known to have.been short, of* food for 
several days, and on Saturday when 
they captured some milk cows that 
had strayed over the river from, the 
Texas side, they stopped their fighting 
to kill them to eat 


The closing of the- port to all sup- 


plies by the United States is probably 
the reason the battle terminated, the 
rebels getting nothing to eat. If they 
had not withdrawn the Federals might 
have been in similar shape, as the 
port was closed to both sides. It will 
be reopened by the Federals, however.

near Baltimore, Md., when she tried 
to protect her daughter, Mrs. Irene 
Vessel, \\iio had been slightly wound- 
ed by Bramble. 


Jealousy over the attentions of oth- 


er men to Mrs. Vessel is said to have 
prompted the deed. Bramble escaped 
into the woods after the shooting. As 
he is known to be armed the county 
police are conducting the search for 
him in a wary manner. 


Wealthy Man Gets 14 Years. 


E. Graham Wilson, a wealthy young 


farmer, of near Charleston, W. Va., 
convicted recently of assaulting Miss 
Kate Turner while she was the guest 
of his wife at their country home, was 
sentenced to fourteen years in the pen- 
itentiary. Counsel for Wilson gave no- 
tice of an appeal and he was commit- 
ted, to jail until that question can be 
decided.
